Setting the 
stage for a showdown on the death 
issue next term, the Court took six 
new capital cases for hearing in the 
term beginning in October. 

In four of these, the High Court 
stipulated that its hearing would be 


. limited to the question: “Does the 


imposition and carrying out the 
death penalty in this case constitute 
cruel and ‘unusual punishment ‘in 
violation of the Eighth and Four- 
teenth (Constitutional) §Amend- 
ments?" 

In a decision May 3, the Court up- 
held the procedures through which 
the death penalty is set in the 88 
states still using capital punishment, 
but the theory of execution has not 
been tested for constitutionality. 


RENEWS HOPE 


“The Court's! action has renewed 
our hope that the barbarous tradi- 
tion of legally-sanctioned executions 
will soon be brought to an end in 
the U.S.," said Jack Greenberg, di- 
rector-counsel for the NAACP Legal 
Defence Fund. .

Speck, whose semtence was one 
of 23 reversed on the basis of this 
decision, had complained that 50 
prospective jurors were excluded 
from his jury because they opposed 
capltal punishment. 

The Court's language seemed to 
indicate that only the death sen- 
tence, and not the conviction, was 
reversed. If true, this would appear 
to mean re-sentencing and not re- 
trial. And re-imposition of the death 
penalty would be ruled out, 

An informal moratorium on ex- 
ecutions has been in effect since 
1967, when the last occurred in Cali- 
fornia and Colorado. There currently 
are 641 men and seven women on 
Death Rows in 33 states.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA, — Workers at the Electric 
Wire and Cable Company yesterday 
morning defied the Labour Court’s 
return-to-work order and appealed 
to all Haifa workers to support their 
strike, morally and financially. The 
wildcat strike, now in its fifth week, 
has been condemned by the Local 
Labour Council, which has broken 
off all relations with the strikers. 

Following their defiance, the 
Court's fine of IL100, imposed last 
Thursday on 19 of the 270 strikers, 
was activated. But the men told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
they do not intend to pay or return 
to work. If imprisonment orders are 
issued, “All of us and our families 
will go prison together.” 

They reported that nearly 80 per 
cent of the men have found tem- 
porary work in other plants, in or- 
der to enable them to survive a 
protracted strike. Although the La- 
bour Exchanges were omcialty: or- 
dered not to place the men in jobs 
as long as they strike, “We found 
work on our own,” they said 

The Haifa Labour Council is not 
easy over the strikers’ direct appen) 
to other workers and has distributed 
its own explanation of the’ strike and 
its decision not to support it. Plant 
manager Reuven Hirshsohn said yes- 
terday company management would 
meet this week to consider further 
steps in view of the men’s defiance 
of the Labour Court's order. He ret- 
terated that the company could not 
pay strike pay.

— an appreciation | 


‘ALIAN Jewish leader Raffaele 

Cantoni died in Rome on June 4 
at the age of 75. Unt five years 
ago when ‘he became ΠῚ and suf- 
fered partial paralysis, he was one 
of Italian Jewry’s. most active and 
colourful personaHties. 

He was a volunteer in the First 
‘World War, and was decorated on 
the field. An early opponent of 
‘Fascism (he recelved the first sen- 
tence of the Tribumaie Speciale on 
political crimes), he became ac- 
tive on the Jewish scene when 

from Nazi Germany started 
to flee to Fascist, and not yet 
anti-Semitic 1 : 


many 

untiring efforts was able to secure 
Jobs 2nd work permits for 2 large 
number of people. He assisted 
others in emigrating overseas. When 
racial laws were enacted’ in Ftaly 
aud when the bulk of the Zionist 
leadership went to settle in Paies- 
tine, Cantoni was the staunch sup- 
porter and adviser of thousands of 
Italian Jews stunned by the laws 
and helped them to obtain visas. 

After some near escapes from 
the Fascist Police, he was caught 
to Florence in November 1943 and 
threw himself from one of the 
frains taking Italian Jews to Ausch- 
witz. He sustained a broken leg 
and other Injuries, but was helped 
by Italian peasants and after re- 
cuperating, 
Switzerland, 


On the day of the liberation of 
Milan he returned to the city and 


At the same time he took over 
the Presidency of the Milan Jew- 
ish community and sided emissaries 
from Palestine organizing Aliys 

A few months after the end of 
the war he assumed the -official 
leadership of Italian Jewry, becom- 
ing President of the Unione delice 
‘Comunite Israecliti¢he Ftaliene and 
represented Italy at the World Jew- 
ish Congress, in which he served 
as a member of the Executive. 

He arrived in Israel on the day 
of the proclamation of the State 
and was proud of his entry visa 
No. 1 granted by the. new State. 
Some 20 years ago he married in 
Jerusalem and the Caentonis spent 
time every year in Israel in their 
Tel Aviv flat.

The Israel Police replies: 


Implementation of concealed means 
of traffic control on the roads was 
and is the object of thorough study 
and discussion. Careful evaluation 
brings about the realization that 
there are more negative aspects 
to this approach than useful results 
to be achieved from it for the 
following reasons: 

1. The basic purpose of this line 
of action, as of all police activity, 
is preventive and deterrent. We 
consider that demonstrative police 
supervision resulting in the issuance 
of traffic tickets contributes more to 
the prevention of traffic violations 
than concealed police control “s 
2. It is a fact that hidden control ; ἧς 
requires the use of manpower at the hes 
expense of open police control. For + 
reasons of manpower allocation and |}: 
efficiency, such a step would not ne | 
justified. 

It is possible for a traffic violator |, 
tobe apprehended in the act on our " 
roads by non-identified personnel. 
In the year 1970, 2,000 summons of 
this type were issued by police who 
drove non-identified cars which did 
not belong to the traffic police staff. 
These policemen act according to a 
general rule which stipulates that 
even if he is not in uniform, but 
on some form of active duty, 
policeman must report such offences. 
Moreover, more than 4,000 summons 
were issued during this same period 
as a result of reports and complaints 
from private citizens, such 85 vol-|§ 
unteer traffic observers and others. 
A few thousand additional summons 
made out by concealed police would 
not apparently change to any great 
extent the psychological attitude of 
the individual driver with regard:

LOOMS AS WORLD 
AIRLINES MEET

MONTREAL (Reuter). — 
T= threat of a price war looms 
over the world's airlines ag an 
International Air Transport Associa- 
tion (Iata) meeting opened here yes- 
terday in an effort to estadlish fares 
for next year over the north At- 
lantie, 

Observers here said the chance of 
agreement over prices at the meet- 
ing are about 50-50, “The meeting 
will be about as friendly ag the 
Paris Peace Talks,” commented an 
American airline representative. 

Tg the airlines fail to agree, each 
airline and each government will 
be free to set their own air fares 
and the bottom is iikely to drop out 
of the ccat of a transatlantic 
flight, 

Mr, H. Don Reynolds, Chairman 
of the Tata meeting, called it “one 
of the more difficult and more 
complex," conferences ever held. 
If unanimous agreement is ποῖ 
reached, said Mr, Reynolds, “then 
we will have an open fare situa- 
tion, starting April 1, 1972.” 

Between 45 and 60 airlines were 
due to be present at the closed ses- 
sions, The conference will last un- 
til agreement on the ‘North Atlan- 
tle routes is reached or until it Is 
decided there is no hope of an 
agreement. All the airlines, even 
those not flylng the NorthiAtiantic, 
have a vote and an agreement must 
be unanimous. The new pact will 
be for one year, beginning April 
1, 1972. 

The carriers are already engaged 
in ἃ war over. youth fares which 
are not covered at present by any 
Tata agreement. But the entire fare 
structure is belng attacked by se- 
veral airlines, particularly the big 
ones, 


Charter competition 


The world's airlines, hit by eco- 
nomic doldrums, competition from 
charter airlines, and jumbo jets, 
are in the deepest recession in 
aviation history. Some airlines, ge- 
nerally the smaller ones, betieve 
fares should be raised to get more 
money from the passengers they 
have. 

Others believe the cause of their 
problem is that they are current- 
ly flying more empty seats than 
passemgers. ‘They want to charge 
leas in order to get more people 
on thelr planes.

Strong feelings 


Feelings are so strong a top offi- 
clal of Afr Canada said recently: 
“If we have the support of one 
or two European Governments and 
their carriers, we can break the 
Tata fere structure and go it alone.” 

Lack of agreement, however, does 
not necessarily make incredible bar- 
gains. The fares are still subject to 
government agreements. For in- 
stance, if the Britiah Government 
thought the fare between New 
York and London should be $200, 
it could order BOAC- to charge that 
amount, It coujd then tell the U.S. 
that Panam and TWA must also 
charge $200 if they want to land 
in London. If Washington disagreed 
it would have to negotiate a 
bilateral agreement, Other coun- 
tries, whose alrlines also fly the 
route. could exert influence on the 
negotiations by applying pressure 
on Gritish and American airlines 
flying to their cities. 

The results would mean chaos if 


nothing else and none of the alr-, 


lines want that, One thing they do 
agree on is that the fare structure 
will not get any simpler, Despite 
complaints from travel agents and 
passengers that no one can under- 
stand all the fares none of the 
airlines is proposing simplified 
rates, 

In fact, two organisations of travel 
agents, while demanding simplifi- 
cation, have made proposals to the 
conference that would Involve even 
more complicated rates, Mr. Rey- 
nolds said. He said on Monday he 
believed the meeting could elther 
end quickly with no agreement or 
drag on for four or five weeks.

Waldorf-Astoria 
ordered to refund 


‘message’ charge 


NEW YORK (AP). — A judge 
last week ordered the Waldorf As- 
torla Hotel to refund to guests a 
“Sunday” charge for message ger- 
vices he called “fraudulent and 
unconsctonabie,” 

The hotel was ordered to pay 
back $113,202.88 to 64,338 guests 
who paid charges between Dec. 2, 
1969, and May 1970. The average 
comes to $1.76. 

Justice Harold Baer ordered the 
refund on δ suit brought in the 
New York State Supreme Court by 
State Attorney General Louis J. 
Lefkowitz after a complaint from 
a hotel guest Identified only as a’ 
New York bank president. 3

“valuables” this term should be con- 
strued in accordance with its or- 
dinary, simple meaning, and cannot 
be confined only to suck valuables 
as were in the deceased's apart- 
ment at the time of her death. 

As to the appellant's argument, 
that as the deceased had left her 
“money” to the Un{versity titis must

The first question to be decided,

In deciding this question in the uf- 
firmative, he noted that since the 
amendment to the Estate Duty Law 
in 1964 there is now no doubt that 
the estate duty is ievied on the 
estate, and not on the heirs.

rency, The position would have been 
different, he added, if the deceased 
had left foreign banknotes which 
had been invalidated by the coun- 
try which had issued them. For 
such. banknotes would no longer be 
considered “‘money.”.The same rule 
applied also to nickel and copper 
coins which constitute “money” only 
as long as they are valid in their 
country of issue. In.so far as gold 
sovereigns are concerned, however, 
he had no doubt whatsoever, con- 
cluded Justice Kister, that they are 
“money.” The ingots, on the otter 
hand, may not be acceptable by 
the banks. But in that case they |’ 
would constitute goods and chattels 
and would not come within the de- 
finition of “‘valuables,” which the | 
deceased had left the respondents.

MASTER PLAN FOR LAND 
DEVELOPMENT SAID LACKING 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The Comptroller of the Jewish 
Agency has decried the absence 
of an overall master plan for land 
reclamation and the development of 
new areas. 

In his annuai report issued this 
week, the Comptroller, MB. Meiry, 
said that there were only two- or 
three-year schematic programmes 
and no long- or medium-term plans 
outlining development programmes 
compatible with the country’s agri- 
cultural needs and settlement trends. 
Nor, he said, did there exist any 
basic, up-to-date data on land which 
is essential for drawing up 8 mas- 
ter plan, 

Noting that economics, settle- 
ment and defence were integral 
considerations in any plan, the 
Comptroller suggested that its com- 
pilation be a joint effort of the 
Jewish National Fund, the Govern- 
ment, the Agency Settlement De- 
partment and the Joint Agricul- 
tural Planning Centre. 

Ὡς The Directorate of = ΝΕ in 

response to the mptroler‘s 
report, said jt fully agreed with 
the finding and would do all in its 
power. to find an early solution to 
the problem. 

The report noted that following 
the Six Day War the JNF con- 
centrated its reclamation work in 
the administered. areas. In 1967-69, 
34 per cent of ali reclamation 
work was done in the Golan 
Heights, the Jordan Valley, the Je- 
rusalem region and Sinat. 

The report detailed the feilure of 


a chinchilla rearing enterprise be~ 
gun in 1963 in an effort to provide 
auxiliary income for hill settlements 
which have limited amounts of farm- 
ing land. Two farms were set up 
— at Moshav Shoresh in the Jeru- 
salem Corridor and at Moshav Beit 
Melr. But the experiment proved a 
costly failure. Many of the animals 
died of disease, the quality of the 
pelts proved to be low due to their 
being gnawed, and marketing prob- 
lems were encountered, In 1968, the 
programme was dropped after cost- 
ing 311,516,000. 

The report found the standard 
of nutrition at several of the 
youth centres administered by the 
Youth Aliya department to be un- 
satisfactory. It also stated that not 
enough money was spent on the 
majntenance of buildings used as 
youth centres, most of which were 
not originally erected as_ centres. 

‘The Comptroller noted divergent 
approaches by responsible authorities 
on the of the centres. 
rere felt that trainees here could 

be taught the elements of a trade. 
Others felt that they should be 
taught orderly work habits, mea- 
suring, calculating, and accuracy, 
which would serve as the basis 
for learning any trade. 

“Since this difference of ap- 
proach has 8 significant bearing 
on the curriculum, the teaching 
methods and the acquisition of bet- 
ter technical equipment, an un- 
equivocal decision on this impor- 
tant issue is essential,” the report 
says.

TEL AVIV. — Representatives of 
the 1,000-member strong Government 
Doctors Union — which is recognized, 
by the Government de facto but not 
de jure — yesterday announced that 
they would go out on a partial strike 
on July 18 if the Ministry of Health 
does not open and conclude negotia- 
Hons with them by then. (The doc- 
tors went out om 8 partial strike on 
June 17 and called it off several 
days later, after Labour Minister 
Yosef Almogi promised that negotia- 
tions would be opened and concluded 
within a month.) . 

Dr. Gideon Maneliz, chairman of 
the union, said yesterday that the 
doctorg were demanding thet the 
Histadrut principle of “equal pay 
for equal work" be applied to them. 

The doctors especially demand 
identical conditions of work and 
pay with their Kupat Holim coHea- 
gues, This included formal recogni- 
tion of their union as their represen- 
tative body, just as the Association 
of Kupat Holim Doctors represents 
the Kupat Hollm doctors; the same 
pay as Kupat Holim doctors, and the 
game car and other allowances. Thus 
for example, if a Kupat Holim de- 
partment head, living on the hospital 
Brounds at Afula General Hospitsl, 
Tecelved a 11400 month car allow- 
ance, this same allowance should go 
to a Government department ‘head 
performing the same work. 

Question: Do you belteve a doctor 
who Uves on the hospltal grounds 
and does not drive to work should 
recelve IL400 a month as a car 
allowance? 

Dr. Manelis: Yes, definitely, He 
may not have to drive to work but he 
must drive to the citles to attend 
medical conferences and lectures if

TEL AVIV. — The results of Mon- 
day's internal elections to the Liberal 
Party showed that the opposition 
faction was really a minority. Ac- 
cordingly, it was extremely unlikely 
that the Liberal convention, opening 
next Tuesday, would accept the op~ 
position’s demand for an immediate 

merger with Herut, 

This was stated yesterday by Li- 
beral Party Chairman Yosef Saphir 
and Party Exeeutive Chairman ἘΠῚ- 
melech Rimalt when meeting repor- 
ters here.
